The Btate House pavement for several days past
has been crowded by the leading spirits of the
unterrified, engugm{ in tke laudable tasl: of
fixing up things in the way that will save the
masses of the party any trouble,

The annnal primary elections for delegates to
the varions conventions of the party will be
held on next Monday, June 27, between the
hours of 6 and 8 P. M., at the usnal places.

As this is the first occasion on which the new
rules of the rarty, adopted at a convention held
in August of last year, are put in operation, it
will be interesting to show the manner in which
the new patent double-acting self-adjusting
Democratic machine is expected to work.

Rule 2 of the present Democratic code reads
as follows:—

The Democratic citizena residing in each elec-
sion division shall also, at the same thne and placea,
annually elect three delegates to represent sald
division In a ward conveantion, to be called the
“Ward Delegate Convention,” to elect delegatos to
conventions for nominating candidates for city and
county oMees, and to Judielal Conventions, each
citizen to vote for two persons, and the three per-
gons receiving the highest number of votes Lo be
declared elected: also three delegates toa “Ward
Nominating Convention,” to be voted for and
elected in  lHke manner; and two delegates
in *“Representative,” and, when tef&nh‘ed. one in
“Senatorial,” one In “Congressional,” one in “'Sar-
veyors’ " convention (excep: where such divisions
are divided by the Surveyor's district), then they
shall elect one for each division, except the Twenty-
fourth ward (Eleventh and Twelfth districts), who
shall elect two delegates from each division. 'The
tickets voted shall be headed on the outside re-
spectively, “OmMcers of Eiection,” “Executive Com-
mittee,” "belegatua to Ward Duicgalu Convention,”
“Delegates to Ward Nominating Convention,™
“Representative Delegates,” *senatorial Delegate,”
“‘Congressional Delegate,” and “Sarveyor Dele-
gate,”

Rule 27 provides for a separate convention
for the nomination of a candidate for each city
or county oflice, and that not more than one
such candidate shall be nominated by any one
convention. All the candidates for judicial
positions, however, are to be nominated by a
gingle convention, as heretofore. Each ward is
entitled to three delegates in each of the city
and county conventions, and inthe Judieial Con-
vention, so that the nomi%ating conclaves of the
Democracy will consist of but 84 members each,
and will be much less unwieldy than those of
the Republican party. The delegates to these
nominating conventiong are to be selected by
the “‘ward delegate conventions” on the day fol-
lowing the primary elections, cach memlber
voting for bui two delegates to the nominating
conventions, while the three having the highest
number of votes are to be declared elected.

In accordance with these rules, the Congres-
sional, Senatorial, Representative, and Ward
Nominating Conventions will meet at 10 o’clock
A. M., on Tuesday, June 28. The conventions
for nominating city, county, and judicial candi-
dates are to meet at 10 o'clock on Wednesday
morning, June 29,

By the provisions of Rule 81, the City Execu-
tive Committee is required to select by ballot
one of its own members to orgauize each of the
¢ity, county, and judicial conventions, the per-
son &0 selected not to be a member of any of
these conventlons. The temporary organizer

THE LATR REV. DR, NADAL—Our huarriedly Rro»
av,
pastor of Trinity

Bare:l skeich, published yesterday, of the late
croard 1. Nadal, D. D., formeri
Methodist Episcopal Charch, in this city, was neces-
sarily imperfect,and we give the following additional
facts in his history, which will be read with interest
by his many warm personal friends amd admirers.
He entered the Methodist minlgtry in 1885, joining
the Baltimore Conference, 1His early ministerial
labors lay in Southern Maryland and the Valley of
the Shensndoah in Virginia. Here he became an
earnest participant in the debates on siavery which
were thén shaking the Church, and which, afew
years later, were to divide it : and wius Known as an
able and fearless exponent of the views which
afterwards beeame the distinetive feature of
the Northern branch. This trait of characver, ex-
hibited thus early in life, marked his entire career,
He took no strongly controverted position hastily ;
but, hig gtand once takem, he was immovable. In
every other controversy in which the Church was
involved, as in this, Dr. Nadal left no doubt as to
what was the exact pogition occuplied by him, The
lay delegation movement, now triumphantly ended,
had in him an earnest supporter with voice
and pen; and one of the last of his publighed
apers was a clear and logical defence of the
[iminr book agent, Rev, r. Lanahan, Dr,
Nadal’s early education had been necessarily
somewhat limited, but every opportunity for cui-
ture was gedulously fmproved.  In 1847 he was
appointed to the charge of the church in Carlisle,
the seat of Dickingon College. 1t wad while residing
here in this capacity that, withoat neglecting any of
his pastoral dutles, he pursued the colleglate course
ol study and was regalarly gradoated with high
honors, a8 already stated. Soon after graduating,
he accepted a professorship in the Indiana Asbury
Unlversity, but it was not long before he returoned to
the East to resume his career as a successiul
reacher. While stationed in Washington during
he war, he served one year a8 chaplain of the
lower house of Congress.  Dr, Nadal's sudden death
Was the resuit of an apoplectic stroke,

THE PENSION AGENCY.

More Revelatlons—The Penslon Brokerage
Buslness,
Court of Quarter Sessiona—Judge Ludlow,

This Court Is still engaged in the trial of the youug
man George B. Thatcher, on the charge of embiz-
zling §200 of the dovernment funds {rom the ofice
of Colonel Forves, Pension Agent, at No. 7158 San-
som gtreet.  The allegation of the Commonwealth,
a8 sworn to by Colonel Forbes, his chief clerk, Mr.

Sheridan, and several others, was brieiy
this : — Thatcher had had some consine-
rable experience in the pension business,

and was recommended to Colonel Foroes as an eml-
clent clerk by Mr. Sherlidan, who made himseif
surety for the proper performance of this daoty,
Whenj winter came on Mr. Sheridan went off on a
Euaropean tour, and Thatcher was detailed to (il the
chief clerksnlp during his absence. Upon Sheridan’s
return he discovered In Thatcher's accounts three
distinct diserepancies, occurring on the 10th, 21at,
and 22d of January, in which he stated that on each
day he pald out pensions to the extent of §100 more
than the vouchers in the safe called for. These were
at once sald to be embezzlements, and chatcher was
arrested, These things were sworn to positively by
the prosecutors, and the defendant's own daily
statements were prodoced in evidence sgalnst him,
In answer to this the defense offered 1o prove
thut no money had been abstracted by Thatcher, but
the Inaccuracies and confusion in theaccounts were
occasioned by an excessively loose habit of business
opn the pmt «f Colonel Forbes of advancing money to
pensioners weeks and months before the regular
ray day, taking due bllls, securing from fifty to a
iundred per cent profit. in direct violation of the
rule of the Treasury Department, for Mr, Thatcher
had charge of the Government funds, and fre-
quently, in order t0 make up the amount of ad-
vances required, Colonel Forbes would use this

Government money, and replace It after-
wards by check upon 18 own pri-
vuate aceount, which made a mistake |a

book-kEe¢eping a probable thing. When called to the
witness stand by the defense, Colonel Forhes stated
voluntarily that he had on some ocoasions made ad-
vances o nstoners, taking due-bllls for the
amount, with a reasonable Interest, butiu & general
thing he nsed his own private money for this puar-
pose, However, If he happenea to have not gnite
enough cash at the moment, he would authorize
Thatcher to draw upon the vernment fund, and
he would replenish it by check. But he emphatically
asserted that on nore of the days meationed in the
Indletment did he make such advances.

W. J. Strong testilled that upon the 19th or 20th of
Jauu he went to the pension omce
to cellect & clalm of thirty dollars due on the
4th of March, and obtained an advance
of §85, Ivln% his due-bill for the whole amount of
the ¢ , which ugon the day of settlement was de-
ducted from the Government fand. .Colonel Davis
was called to prove a similar advauce of fifty doliars
upon a due-blll for 60 days, but as no date could be
fixed the witness was not allowed to testify, Evi-
dence of the defendant’s character was offered,
and the evidence cl Speeches followed, the
prosecution arguing that, potwithstanding any
a.lfen:onl thrown out i the integrity of Colo-
nel Forbes, the proofs of embeszlement were clear;
the dally statements even mentioned the numbara
of the vouchers upon which the payments were
made, and no such voachers were ever in exlstence,
and his fight, Jong before the dedeits were dis
covered, or any sald about them, made him ap.

The bill roported to-day by Representative Buatler,
of Massachusetts, from the Uommittee on Recon-
struction, provides full and general grace, amnesty,
and oblivion of certain wrongful acts, doings, or
omissions of all persons engaged in the war of the
late Rebellion Pergmwd. inturred, or forfeitad be-
tween April 11, 1561, and August 20, 1884, #ith rul)
restoration ol all rights and privileges lost or injured
thereby and thereln,

The following classes of pergons and the rights,
titles, and causes of action are exoepted from all the
provisions of this bill, and none other:—

First. Whoever, having been edooated at the
Military Academy at West Point or Naval Academy
at Annapolis, shall have e in the Rebelllon
and insurrection against the United States, or given
aid and comfort to enemies thereol.

Second. 'Whoever, having been o member of aither
house of Co; of the United States, shall have
engaged In the Rebellion against the same or given
ald and comfort to the eneinles thereof, and who-
ever was a member of the so-called Confederate
Congress,

Third, Whoever shail have held the office of heat
of one of the execative departments of the Govern-
ment of the United States, 6r minister plenipotent|-
ary, or minister resident, or jadge of any court nnder
the United States, wnd ahall have engaged In rebel-
lion or insurrection agaiost 1he same, or given ald
and comfort  the enemies thereof, and whoever
shall have held either of the like offices unier the
so-called Confederate Btates.

Fourth. Whoever shall have voted for or signed
any ordinance of secessten of any State or held the
office of Governor of such State while the same was
In rebedion.

Fifth, Whoever, while in the service of the 8o
called Confederate States, treated with cruelty or
otherwise than according to the usages of war any
prisoner of war held by the sathoritles of the 80-
called Confederate Srates,

Sixth. Whoever, having charge and custody of the
public moneys of the United States entrusted to
them bhetween sald dates, and hive not (uly ac-
counted for-and pald over ghe same, and whoever
shall have embezzled or secreted ubhc Blores, pub-
lic goods, chattels, moneys, provisions, or mllﬂury
and naval property of the United States.

Eeventh, All deserters (rom the army and navy ol
the Upited States and all bounty jumpers,

Eighth, All preperty and rights of property ac-
quired by any levy, jndgment, or escheat made and
excluded upon any Ilaida or tenements, goods or
chattels, or other valuabie thing whatever, and any
sale or forfeiture by confiscation or taxation, where-
by any rights or titles have become vested either in
the Unfted States or ln third persons.

Ninth, I-:varg’e piece amd parcel of land, how-
ever It may deseribed or bounded, which
now |8 or has been used a8 & natonal ceme-
tery, In which the bodies of the soldiers of
the United States are interred, or which {8
in the occupation of the United States for the pur-
pose of o cemetery, which parcels of land are hereby
declared thes property of the United States in fee by
capture in war, and for ever dedlcated to the uases
#nd purposes of cameleries for the soldiers of the
United States heretofore interred or hereatter o be
interred thereln, and to be under the sole jarjsdic-
tien of the United States for such purposes, inalien-
able for ever; provided, that nothing herein con-
tained shall affect or impair the valldity of any sct
of Congress removing the political disabilities of any
person herein exempted from the benefits of the
provisions of this act.
